Button, dick on the Play as 
Albion arrow.

Click on the Play button 
and you will be given one 
Territory and one Com- 
modity assigned to that 

At this point you have the 
capability to perform three 
lisks (one Administrative, 
one Military, and one Politi- 
cnf). Begin by building 
your economy. As men- 
tioned above, your ter- 
ritory has a particular 
commodity that can be 
processed. Click on Stock 
and select the commodity 
that is available to you at 
this point(dickcm the

by gathering a commodity. i 
Nect, you should build 
your army, which is a 
Military task. Click on 
Army and select whichever 
aspect of your military that 
can be recruited (dick on 
RccT next to a divirion of 
the army) and then click 
on the OK button. 

Now dick on me of the 
territories adjacent to your 
starting province and click 
on the Scout button, M- 
lowed by OK At this pmnt 
(rince scouting is a political 
function) you are now per- 
forming one Administra- 
tive, one Military, and one 
Mitical function-you are 
running at maximum ef- 
fldency. It is always recom- 
mended that you keep 
your task performing 
potential at its maximum.

When 
you have finished Scout- 
ing the territory you chose 
(signified by the Task Bar 
flipping over with the ines- 
sage Seoul Ccmplete), Scout 
another territory. Do the 
same with the Gathering 
task you chose earlies (A 
shorthand way to rtdo a 
task is by clicking on the 
Thsk Bar that just com- 
pleted. This will relaunch 
the same task .) 

When the Recruiting task 
you had running com- 
pletes, you may want to At- 
tack the territory you 
previously scout^ (assum- 
ing it isn't owned by the 
Pope). To Attack, click on 
the province you wish to 
capture, and click on the 
Attack button, followed by 
the OK button. This will 
launch an Attack Task (the 
one Military Task you have 
available to you). If you 
successfully attack and cap- 
ture a province you will 
add it to your domain and 
the commodity in that ter- 
ritory will now be avail- 
able for you to mine or 
harvest. You can also now 
scout territories adjacent to 
it and launch further attack 
tasks on adjacent ^eovinces. 

Once you have captured 
two or three territories you 
may want to consider 
building a castle. Every 
territory that you hold 
must include or be ad- 
jacent to a territory in 
which you have built a 
castle or you risk the pos- 
sibility of revolt from the 
people in this conquered 
land. 

To build a castle, click on 
the territory in which you 
wish to build it Click on 
the Visit option and a map 
of the territory itself will 
appeac Choose a grassy 
(daik-green) area upon 
which to build your castle 
(you can scroll the map by 
clicking on the directional 
arrows located at the bot- 
tom right of the screen - 
holding down the left 
mouse button will scroll 
continuously). 

Next, dick on Design to 
begin designing your 
castle. Every castle needs a 
flag (or Keep), walls, a 
door, and some towers. 
Fust, place a Keep by click- 
ing on the flag icon and 
then clicking a second time 
on the map where the Keep 
should ga This is how you 
lay out the floorplans of 
your castle, eliciting on the 
piece you want to place, 
and then clicking ^e spot 
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on the map where you 
want the piece placed. 

Now you need to enclose 
the Ke^ with walls, doors, 
and towers. Click on the 
round tower icon at the 
bottom of the screen and 
place it on the map a few 
spaces away from the l^p. 

Now click on the tall wall 
icon the lower right of 
the screen and attach it to 
the tower you previously 
placed. You can continue 
to place wall segments 
without clicking on the 
lower icons, but you must 
click on a new icon to place 
a new piece on the map. 
Continue placing walls 
and towers (don't forget a 
door) until you're happy 
with the castle. If you want 
to erase a piece already 
placed, just click on the 
erase icon (the X) and dick 
on the piece you want to 
remove. (SAortcuf: If you 
h(tvt towers and walls 
plaeedon themapandyou 
want to change from pCu- 
ing walls to towers (or vice 
versa). Just click on the type 
of piece atready on the map 
you tvonr to change to and 
the cursor will default to 
that piece. This saves you 
from having to move the 
mouse down to the icon list 
every time you want to 
place a different piece on 
the map.) 

When you're done 
designing your castle, dick 
on the V^nt> button and 
then dick on the Leave but- 
ton to return to the Main 
Came Screen. You'll now 
see a small tower icon on 
the province shield, show- 
ing you've designed a 
castle there. When you are 
ready to build the castle, 
dick on that territory, and 
choose the Build Castle op- 
b<Mt which will now ap- 
pear in the message 
window (for the spedfics 
on castle buildup see the 
section entitled 'IM 
Castle). If BuiU Castle does 
not appear, you either do 
not have suffident resour- 
ces to build the castle or 
are busy with another Ad- 
ministrative task. 

This should provide you 
with the basics to get 
started. Just remember to 
keep performing tasks in 
all three areas (Administra- 
tive, Military, and ^litical) 
simultaneously. 
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T o hilly compnhend 
the essence of 
CAS71ES if, it must be un- 
derstood that it is a task 
based game. Anything 
that you want to 
do is done by way 
of accomplishing a 
task. There are 
three different 
types of tasks: Ad- 
ministrative, 
Military, and Politi- 
cal. These tasks are 
color coded: Green 
for Administrative, 
Red for Military, 
and Blue for Politi- 
cal. 


For each type of task, you 
have a certain number of 
ability points. There are 
three sets of two numbers 
displayed at the upper left- 
hand comer of the Main 
Game Screen. The bottom 
number <A each set is the 
overall rating in that 
category and the top num- 
ber represents the available 
points from that category 
that you can apply towards 
performing tasl^ 

Your rating will increase 
as you successfully com- 
plete tasks. For example, as

you successfully complete 
administrative tasks, your 
administrative rating will 
improve and you will have 
more plants to distribute 
among your tasks in the fu- 
ture. If, in addition, you ap- 
plied ratings points to a 
task from different areas, 
(such as adding 2 military 
and 2 diplomatic p<»nts to 
the 3 administrative points 
used to build a castle), you 
would gain partial credit 
towards advancing your 
military and difriomatic 
ratings. 

At the be^nning of the 
game, there are three task 
bars in the upper right 
hand comer of the Main 
Game Screen that can be 
used to accomplish the 
three types of tasks (Ad- 
ministrative, Military, and 
Diplomatic). Three more 
ban can be added as the 
game progresses. The top 
bar is for Administrative 
tasks, the middle bar is for 
Military tasks, and the bot- 
tom bar is for Political 
tasks. Each bar can only 
p e r form one task at any 
given time. 
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While a task is being per- 
formed, three numben will 
appear on the left side of 
the Task Bar. These num- 
bers indicate how many 
points from the point pool 
were applied toward a 
task. The far left number is 
the amount of Administra- 
tive points, the middle one 
is the amount of Military 
points, and the number on 
the right represents the 
amount of Political points. 
When a task is being per- 
formed, the task bar will 
fill up from left to right 
The task is complete when 
the bar is completely full. 

If you wish to repeal the 
exact same task, assuming 
it is availaUe to you, click 
on the task bar itself; this is 
quicker than proceeding 
into the message window 
to set up the task. If you 
click on the task bar while 
a task is being performed, 
the message window will 
open up and inform you of 
how dose you are to com- 
pleting the task. It will 
also give you the option to 
cancel the task at this point 
or to continue it by dick- 
ingOK. 

The speed with which a 
task can be accom^ished is 
determined by how many 
total points are applied to 
it The mMe points ap- 

plied to the task, the faster 
it is accom^ished. Also, 
when performing a task in 
any given area, you must 
use more pcnnts from that 
particular area of the point 
pool than either the 
other two. For example, sup- 
pose you have 4 aiimmstni- 
live points, 7 miliury points, 
3 poiilicaJ points, and you 
aant to perform an ad- 
ndnistraiipe Usk. If you 
choose to use all 4 of your ad- 
ministrative points, you may 
use up to 3 of your mtfilary 
points and up lo3efyour 
political poinis. In this 
scenario, the addition of the 
mililary and politiad points 
is intended to give you more 
total poinis to apply louiertl 
the adminislrative task and 
thus speed it up. 

Once you achieve a 
rating ^ S in any of the 
task categories, a secrmd 
lask Bar in that category 
will be added to the Main 
Came Screen. As long as 
your rating is at least 5, 
you will be able to use the 
additional taskbas IfytHir 
rating drops below 5, you 
will lose the second tadc 
bac Ideally, you will reach 
the maximum numbered 
six task bars (two ad- 
ministrative tasks, two 
military tasks, and two 
pcditical tasks). 
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Functions

If you choose to gather a 
commodity that you hold 
in multiple territories, you 
will receive units of that 
commodity e<]ual to the 
number of territories in 
which you hold it (you will 
also need to apply at least 
the same amount of ad- 
ministration points to the 
task). In other words, if 
you have three territories 
in which gold is your com- 
modity, when you refine 
gold you will add three 
units of gold to your 
economy--as long as you 
apply at least three ad- 
ministrative points. 

Also, once you build a 
large enough castle (see 
the section on The Castle) 
on a territory, the produc- 
tion of that territory's com- 
modity is doubled when 
gaihe^. One ^ortcut to 
implementing the gather- 
ing task is to dick on one 
of the commodity icons dis- 
played at the top of the 
Main Came Screen. If it is 
poesible to gather that 
item, a task will be^n. 
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The Black Market 

I f you need to add goods 
quickly to your 
economy, it is sometimes 
beneficial to trade on the 
Black Market (The Black 
Market option can be ac> 
cessed the same way that 
the commodities are ac> 
cessed-'Under the Stock 
bar). You can immediately 
trade a good that is plenti- 
ful for one that is lacking, 
at a cost of three for 
one. Be careful though- 
sometimes the black 
market is an unreliable 
medium and you can be 
cheated by those with 
whom you attempt to 
trade. Policing the realm can 
lessen your chance of 
being cheated on the black

X your realm and 
eliminate the possibility of 
revcdt by your peo(4e is to 
build a castle. Buildings 
castle in a territoiy also 
makes it more difficult for 
an attacker to capture that 
lenilory, as it is easier to 
defend a castled lerrilofy 
than one without a castle. 

Tb prepare for designing 
a ca^e, dick on the ter- 
ritory in which you want 
to build it The message 
window will open and you 
will be given the option to 
Vfsi'f or Cede (see the sec- 
tion entitled The Pope for 
information on ceding) 
that territory. Click on 
and a map of the territory 
will af^ar on the screen. 
You ne^ to select an area 
that is suitable forcimstruc- 
tion. You cannot build a 
castle on water or in a 
swamp, and you cannot 
build directly on lop of a 
tree or a rock Clicldngon 
the directional arrows on 
the bottom ri^t of the 
screen allows you to scroll 
over the map. You may 
also scroll the map by dick- 
ing on the edge of the 
screen. Clicking on the 

e 

center of the arrows 
enables you to rotate the 
view dockwise by 90 

Once you have decided 
on a proper location for the 
castle, dick on Design and 
begin designing your 
castle. All of the functions 
available to you during the 
designing process are lo- 
cated in the boxes at the 
bottom of the screen. First 
you will need to place the 
flag or Keep on the map-- 
the Keep represents you 
and the administrative con- 
trol of the castle. Once It is 
captured by an opponent, 
the castle is lost so it is a 
good idea to pul rings of 
walls and towers around 
your Keep. To place the 
Keep on the map, dick on 
the flag bin at the bott(>m 
of the screen and dick 
again on the spot on the 
map where you wish to 
place it There are two 
types of towers that can be 
used— Square or Round. 

The square towers are not 
quite as effective as the 
round lowers for defense, 
as they tend to have blind 
spots. The round towers, al- 
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thou^ they are better for 
defense, take a longer time 
to build than the square 
towers. To place a tower, 
click on the box at the bot- 
tom of the screen and click 
again to place it on the 
map. You also have the op- 
tion for thick or thin walls. 
As you might expect, the 
thick walls are bMer for 
defense but they take 
longer to build than the 
thin walls. For both the 
towers and walls, you also 
possess the option of TiU 
vt. Small. Keep in mind 
that when you are con- 
structing walls and lowers 
around the keep, you must 
assure that the keep is ac- 
cessible. You cannot build 
walls and towers on all 
sides of the keep to make it 
impenetrable, you must 
place a door in the 
perimeter. 

If you make a mistake in 
placing a piece on the map. 
use the X icon to erase the 
piece. Also, holding down 
the right mouse button 
and clicking the left mouse 
button will cause the cur- 
sor to act as an erasec

The last thing that needs 
to be done In designing a 
castle is to deride the man- 
ner in which it will be con- 
structed. You will have the 
options of Uniform, Out- 
ward (start construction 
from inside), /nu«rd (start 
construction from outside), 
and Toioers First. Click on 
one of these and your 
castle is now ready to be 
builL 
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If you wish to save your 
castle desi^, clid^ on Sene 
and you will be ^le to use 
that deagn lalec in 
another territory. If you 
want to access a savH 
castle deMgn, didc on Load 
and you can choose from 
any desgns that you have 
created and saved (you 
must place your 
before loading, indicating 
where the castle is to be 
placed). 

1b return to the Main 
Game Screen, dick on 
Lent. Once you have 
designed the castle, a tiny 
tower symbol will appear 
in the map of that territory. 
As soon as you meet the re- 
quirements for building a 
castle, you can dick on the 
territory and the Butld 
Castle option will appear in 
the message window. The 
Build Castle task requires 
one Grain, three Timber, 
one Iron, and two Gold. 
You must have at least two 
Administrative Bsinta al- 
lotted to the task. 

[f you vwt your territory 
while a castie is being 
built, you will be able to 
see your partially com- 
pleted castle. When the 
castle becomes large 
enough to double produc- 
tion (50 points), the castle 
symbol on the map will 

grow to half dze. When it 
becomes large enou^ to 
prevent revolts in neigh- 
boring territories, the 
castle icon will grow again 
and fill the icon space. 
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M ilitary tasks are 
those functions erf 
your empire that focus on 
the augmentation of ^our 
aimed forces and their 
usage. You IniUd your 
army through the military 
tasks of recruiting infant^, 
archers, and kni^ts. 

Other military tasks are 
concerned with adding 
weapons to your army 
which aid in attacking a 
castle. These include: wild- 
ing a ballUta, building a 
catapult, and building a 
si^e tower. The other two 
military tasks are: sending 
a saboteur to another ter* 
ritoty and, <rf course, al- 
ta^ng another territory.

T he army is your fight- 
ing force and it con- 
sists of infan^, archers, 

I and knights. 1o keep your 
I military strong, it is neces- 
j sary to recruit troops. 

I Whenever you engage in 
I an attack or are the victim 
j of sabotage, the numbers 
I in your army may decrease.

O nce you have buill 
your economy and 
army to a certain point, 
you will want to attack 
another territory to in- 
crease the size and wealth 
of your domain. In order 
to attack a territory, you 
will need two MiliUry 
Point), a Happiness Rating 
of at least three (see Happi- 
ness), and one Iron, When 
you have met these require- 
ments and want to attack, 
click on a neighboring ter- 
ritory (you can only attack 
a territory that is directly 
adjacent to one of your 
own) and Ihe^ltad option 
will become available. 

When the Attack Task Bar is 
full, you will be given the 
option of proceeding with 
the attack or recalling your 
troops. After you make 
this decision, elide OK and 
the task of preparing your 
army for battle will be com- 
plete. 

At the beginning of the 
game, you have the option 
losetlacticalBalUesof or 
on. If the battles are off, 
the computer plays out the 
battle for you and deter- 
mines the victor. If the bat- 
tles are on, you will have 
more control over the out- 


come as you will be able to 
manipulate your forces in- 
dividually (see the section 
entitled 'Metical

enough.

Policing the Realm 


S ince youropponents 
have the same I 

capabilities as you do, you ' 
mustbewaiyof 
opponents' saboteurs. The i 
only way of accomplishing

' This is another function of ■ 
the militan that is general- | 
ly successful in capturing i 

saboteurs and spies. When | 
you police the realm, the 
' overall efficiency of any on- 
going tasks improves as 
well. One negative by- 
I product of policing the 
I realm, however, is that it 
reduces the Happiness teorf 
of your people by one hap- 
piness point (see Happi- 
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Tactical Combat 


O nce you have made 
the decision to 
proceed with an attack, or 
are the victim of an attack, 
the main game screen will 
be replaced with the Tacti- 
cal Combat Screen (assuming 
that you have set the bat- 
tles on). This screen fea- 
tures a map of the territory 
in which tne battle shall 
occur (there is a different 
map for each territory), 
and a scaled representation 
of the two military forces 
that will clash. 

The scale of the battle 
will be indicated at the bot- 
tom of the screen. When 
the scale is I, each figure 
on the battlefield repre- 
sents one unit of the army. 
When this value reads! or 
more, it means that each 
unit of the army is repre- 
sented by two or more 
figures on the battlefield. 

In this aspect of the game, 
where you fi^t is just as 
important as how you 
fight The territories con- 
sist of many terrain types, 
and the effectiveness ^ the 
different branches of the 
military will be irtfluenced 
by the location of the bat- 
tle. For example, knights 


do very well on open grass 
or dirt, but are hindered 
greatly by rocly 
terrain in which 
the horses wUI 
have difficulty 
galloping. As <me 
might expect, 
knights also have 
serious problems 
in swampy, 
watery areas 
where theirexces- 
sive weight can 
cause them to 
sink. Archers are 
most effective 
when firing from 

such as a forest, 
into an open 
area. On the 
other hand, ar- 
chers have 
problems firing into a 
forest because their arrows 
are more likely to strike a 
tree than the enemy. These 
are just a few of the terrain 
effects of tactical combat 
All of the effects are based 
on the performance 
capability of a military unit 
in a specific enviroiunenL 
If you are the defender in a 
field (non-castle) battle, 
you will be pven the op-

The fiist thing that you 
want to do In preparing for 
battle is to place your 
troops. To do this, click on 
a figure, or Rgures, and 
then click on the spot 
where you want to place 
them, if you want to move 
all memtwrs of a specific 
branch, click on one of the 
three buttons located at 
the bottom right of the 
screen (Infimtry, Archers, 
Knights). 

When you are attacking a 
castle, you can only place 
troops within a certain 
range of that castle. You 
cannot pul them loo dose 
to the castle, nor can you 
place them in the casde. A 
castle's most vulnerable 
positions to attack are the 
I doors as well as any 
I breaches in the walls 
caused by a catapult or 
* other machinery. TheFfsf 
I button gives you a better 
I viewof the inside of the 
castle when you are a 
. defender Asa result, you 
will be able to see where 
you place your troops. Al- 
though the walls have 
seemingly collapsed in the 


Flat mode, the castle is sdll 
' very much intact for the 
purposes of battle. It is 
purely a practical function 
that allows you to manipu- 
late your forces more easi- 
ly- 

When troops that are at- 
tacking a castle are com- 
mand^ to Melee, they will 
attempt to reach the Keep 
as long as there are no 
enemy units to attack. If 
I the troops attacking a 
castle are not given com- 
mands prior to battle, all 
units will default to Meier 
and all engines will default 
to Destroy. 

If you are defending a 
casUe and do not select a 
command. Melee will be as- 
sumed. The catapult and 
the ballista will be atuated 
outside the castle in loca- 
tions that will help to cre- 
ate breaches in the casUe 
walls. These weapons will 
attack the nearest un- 
breached wall until 
destroyed. They will then 
attack the one behind it, 
moving forward if neces- 
sary. Thesiege towerwill 
assault a wall that is not al- 
ready under attack from 
another weapon. It moves 
up to a wall or tower and 
releases a few infantry 
units on the top of that 
wall <x towec 
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After you have placed 
your army, you are ready 
to begin the battle. The 
buttons located at the bot- 
tom left of the screen allov^ 
you to control certain 
aspects of the battle. 

Before clicking on one of 
these buttons, you will 
need to select specific 
troops by clicking on them 
(or by clicking on one of 
the shortcut buttons on the 
right of the screen), lb at- 
tack a specific enemy unit, 
first click on the units of 
your army that you want 
to deploy, and then click 
on the enemy figure. 

The Stand button com- 
mands your troops to 
stand their ground and 
fight anyone who comes 
near them. 

The Meltt button com- 
mands the selected troops 
to engage in battle. They 
will search and destroy the 
nearest enemy unit, or, if 
one is not in range, destroy 
the Keep or a siege en^e. 

Destroy is similar to Metre, 
only the forces are com- 
manded to attack weapons, 
or castles, beftm people. 

The Retreat function 
causes your remaining 
fighting forte to leave the 
battle site (it is not neces- 
sary to click on any figures 


m the screen prior to 
retreating). 

The Begin button starts 
the battle after your other 
commands have

In tactical combat, each 
divisiCHi of your army, 
along with the siege 
weapons, has specific bat- 
tle purposes. 

The infantry is your 
ground force. They are 
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I most proHcient at hand-to- 
hand combat and are use- 
I hit for capturing the Keep 
! of a castle. They can also at- 
I tack doors and climb castle 
j walls. 

I The archers are best at 
long range attacks and 
weakest at hand-to-hand 
fighting. They are superb 
for castle battles when per- 
ched on the walls, and 
they can also attack castle 
doors and climb walls. The 
higher they are. the farther 
their effective range. 

The knights are fast on 
open terrain, slow else- 
I where, strong at hand-to- 
I hand, and they can attack 
I castle doors but cannot 
I climb walls. 

The catapult and the bal- 
I lista are used to knock 
; down castle walls and cre- 
! ate breaches. They have 
' limited movement The 
I ballisia is the weaker of the 
' two, The siege tower 
! transports infantry to the 
j lop of outer castle walls, 

' avoiding the arrows of 
defending archers. This 
weapon is slow but quite 
I powerful. None of the 
I siege weapons are used in 
field battles. 
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Political Functions 


P olitical tasks are those 
which allow you to 
learn about opponents' ter- 
ritories and those which 
detemiine your relations 
with your opponents. 

Both the Scout and Spy 
tasks are considered pditi- 
cal tasks. The other politi- 
cal functions are: 
dispatchin); a diplomat to 
improve relations with 
foreign territories or the 
Pope, sending a merchant 
to trade gc^.s, improving 
your happiness level, and 
summoning a council to in- 
form you of any threats to 
your realm as well as the 
Pope's relations with all 
the players.

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The Pope 


S ince the Pope is the 
only one who can 
declare you Kinf(, maintain- 
ing favorable relations 
with him is extremely im- 
portant. Your relations 
with the Pope can some- 
times be improved if you 
send a diplomat and offer 

f ;old as a show of good 
aith. If you let your rela- 
tions with the Po^ slip to 
2 or lower, you will be ex- 
communicated. When this 
happens, you can no 
longer trade with anyone 
or send further diplomatic 
missions to the Pope. The 
only way to improve rela- 
tions with the rope after 
being excommunicated is 
to cede one of your ter- 
ritories to him. When you 
do this, your relations will 
improve by three points. 

To cede a territory, click 
on that territory and click 
again on the Cede option. 

If you cede a territory to 
the Pope that has a castle 
built on it, your relations 
with the Pope will improve 
by four points. You may 
cede a territory to the ^pe 
even if you are not excom- 
municated. In that case, 
however, you will only im- 
prove your relations by 


one point with no castle, 
and two points if you cede 
a territory with a casde.

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Scouting 


I t is recommended that 
before you attack a ter- 
ritory or send a saboteur, 
you should scout that ter- 
ritory to be sure you know 
who owns it. Scouting tells 
you who holds a territory, 
the commodity present, 
and it there is a castle in 
that territoiy. 

Scouting requires 1 politi- 
cal point. To initiate it, dick 
on the territory that you 
wish to scout, and then 
click again on Scout when 
it appears in the message 
window- 

Ifs a gocxi idea to SoMt a 
territory more whan once, 
especially before attacking 
it, as territories can change 
ownership rapidly.

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Spying 


W hm scouting 

provides you with 
information about one of 
your opponent's ter- 
ritories, the Spy task can 
provide you with informa- 
tion about hU entire realm. 
This task requires a Politcal 
Rating of at least 3, and an 
expenditure of at ieasi 2 of 
those points and 1 gold, 
When you deride to use 
the Spy function, dick on 
one o( the opponent's ter- 
ritories and then click 
again on the Spy button 
that will appear in the mes- 
sage window, If a spy is 
successful, you will learn 
the number of lerritones 
that a particular player 
holds, the whereab^ts of 
those territories, how big 
his army is, and the Happi- 
ness of his people. 

However, if that player 
happens to be Polidng the 
realm at the time that you 
send a spy, your chances 
for success are greatly 
reduced. If that player cap- 
tures your spy, relations 
with him will drop. 
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Merchants 


W hen you want to in- 
crease the amount 
of a commodity, but you 
do not have the capability 
to gather it at that par- 
ticular dme or do not want 
to risk a transaction on the 
Black Market, the Merdiant 
task can be quite useful. 
You can send a Merchant 
to trade with an opponent 
or the I\)pe. Your Merchant 
will have the best chance 
of success if you have good 
relations with the territory 
with which you are trad- 
ing. The chances for a suc- 
cessful trade can also be 
improved if you apply a 
high number of political 
points toward this task. To 
start the Merchant task, 
click on the territory with 
which you want to trade. 

A Merduint button will 
now appear in the message 
window, This task requires 
that you have a Political 
Rating of at least 3 points 
and expend at least 2 of 
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Diplomats 


I t you desire to improve 
relations with any other 
player or the Pope, you can 
send them diplomats. 

This hinrtitxt re- 
quires a ^litcal 
Rating of at leasts, 
and an expendi- 
ture of at least 2 of 
those points and I 
gold. Like the 
Merchant task, the 
number of political 
points that are ap- 
plied can increase 
the chances for suc- 
cessfui diplomacy. 
The Diplomat is 
dispatched to a 
foreign territory 
with the intent of 
offering or request- 
ing gold to im- 
prove relations.

Ed- 
ward is the son of the 
castle-building King in the 
original CAS7I£S. Edward 
is a strong ruler who at- 
tempts to be noble, but his 
self-righteousness gets in 
the way. 

Edward is married to 
Edna, but the marriage is a 
loveless one, and the two 
people des}»se each other 
Edward would love to 
have Edna forcibly retired 
to a nunnery so he could 
remarry, but has not 
figured a way that he 
could do it without upset- 
ting the nobles and putting 
Albion in turmoil.

whatever power he can 
get Phillip is caught be- 
tween the politics of 
Bretagne and the Holy 
Teuton Empire, to which 
Burgundy owes its fealty. 
Phillip has only one talent, 
and that is diplomacy. He 
knows what people want 
to heat and he will tell 
them that Etople like him 
because he makes them feel 
good. He does not, how- 
ever, follow his words with 

Phillip is also a hairntual 
womanizer, a habit that has 
gotten him in trouble on 
more than one occasion.

He 
has no legitimate claim to 
the throne of Bretagne; he 
simply wishes to get as 
much wealth as he can 
during Bretagne's civil 
war. He is cool and control- 
led, and addicted to work. 
He is a shadowy figure 
who works behind the 
scenes, although he can be 
quite extravagant when he 
wants to flaunt his wealth. 
At present, Aragon's neigh- 


bour Castile is undergoing 
a civil war, and the Moors 
are making their presence 
known in the South of 
Aragon. Ramiro believes 
that by taking the gold- 
rich provinces ol Bretagne 
during their moments of 
weakness, he can tight the 
Moots, annex Castile 
(regaining land that his 
father lost in the process), 
and make his treasury 
wealthy beyond the 
dreams of men. He keeps 
his goals to himself; not

B ecoming King in 

CASnXSi; demands 
careful planning and 
resource management 
Here are a few hints from 
the experts to heip you 
meet these challenges. 

Starting the Game 

At the begiitning of the 
game, your focus should 
be on grabbing territory. 
This cannot be done in a 
haphazard manner, 
though. Your most impor- 
tant goals should be: 

1. Build a solid, defen- 
sible perimeter. 

2. Possess all four types of 
resources. 

3. Crank your economy 
up to top speed as soon as 
posable. 

Most of the playen bepn 
in one comer or another of 
the map. Ihe best strategy 
for these players is to aim 
for an initial size of about 
six territories. Conquer a 
few immediately, p^erab- 
ly by building a *wall' of 
I territories that you own, 

I behind which may be a 


few that you do not yet 
own but are inaccessible to 
the other players. Then, 
conquer these other ter- 
ritories when you have the 

Tough Choices 
Once you have your ini- 
tial territories under con- 
trol, you may choose any 
one of several approaches 
to the game. The game can 
be won through mitifary 
conquest, administrative 
powec or political exper- 
tise, althou^ the obvious 
military approach is the 
easiest. Mtke a decision 
now as to how you wish to 
proceed, and stick to it as 
long as possible. 

The game will place far 
more demands on your 
resources than they can 
support You must decide 
whether to make your 
people happy, to build al- 
liances with your neigh- 
^ bois, to build castles, or to 
I build a dominant military 
I force. Your basic strategic 
I chmce will determine 
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which these will be em- 
phasized. 

There are a few general 
pointers that apply to any 
strategy. I^ep these in 
mind, and you will always 
be in control - as much as 
possible, anyhow. And, lest 
you think that these 
pointers are not important, 
just remember that the 
other players ARE using 

1. Use every ability point 
that you have. Even if you 
are not rurming a Military 
Huk, for example, apply 
the otherwise unus^ 
Military Ability hainta to 
another task, such as a 
Cetiier. This will serve the 
dual purpose of increasing 
the speed of the CaOier task 
and giving you the extra 
push toward raising your 
ability ratings. Your 
Military ability will not in- 
crease as quickly as if you 
were running Military 
tasks, but any contribution 
in the right direction U 
helpful. 

2. Stay friendly with the 
IVipe. Mcmitor your rela- 
tions regularly. Remember 
that attacking a friend oi 
the Pope (noted by the 
word ‘Blessed* nect to that 
player’s name in the Coun- 
cil display) will cause your 


relations with the Pope to 
decrease by one point It is 
very easy, therefore, to be- 
come eccommunicated 
through carelessness. 

3. Slay friendly, at least 
on neutral terms, with 
your neighbors. The better 
your relations with them, 
the less likely they are to at- 
tack or s^mtage you. Also, 
your Merchants are likely 
to get better deals if they 
are dealing with friendly 

4. Maintain a reasonable 
army size. Make it too 
small, and your neighbors 
may attack when their 
spies discover that you are 
a weakling. Make it too 
large, and the maintenance 
costs will drag down your 
economy. 

5. Send Diplomats to *buy 
off* enemies who are at- 
tacking you. They remem- 
ber friendly actions and 
are less likriy to attack if 
they have reached a 
diplomatic agreement 
recently. Unfortunately, 
they cannot lecall armies 
who are already in the 
process of atta^ng, so 
your Diplranat may be too 
late to be effective. Also, 
enemies remember your 
hostile acts even longer 
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than they remember the 

6. Think in turns of small 
campaigns. Before launch- 
ing attacks, pick a small 
number of territories to 
capture, build up your 
army and then go. Don't 

i bile off more than you can 
' chew! After graUring a 
i couple of {wovinces.con- 
I solidateyourgains.rebuild 
j your army and erect castles 
I for defense. Never get 
I greedy, as an overextend- 
I ing empire crumbles very 
quickly! 

7. Always harvest your 
resources. You will use 
them up very rapidly as 
everything you do costs 
money and/or goods. Try 
to resist building a castle 
until your Administrative 
Rating hits 5. allowing you 
a second task in that 
category. Then keep har- 
vesting as you build. 

8. [f you don't have a 
good mU of commodities 
in the territories you own, 
you can still have a good 
economy. Try to harvest 
the commodity you have 
the most of and then trade 
them fM what you need. 
You'll need go^ relations 
with a trading partner to 
pull this off, but it wotia 
well when you don't have 


I access to iron and gold. Al- 
I ways remember that the 
I bla^ market is risky, but it 
. can help bail you out of 
j tight situations. 

I Long-Term 
! Strategy 

j The goal of CASTLES II, 

I ultimately, is to survive 
I long enough to become 
I King Once you have estab- 
I lish^ your initial heldom, 

I it Is time to put your over- 
I all strategy to the test 
! Focus on the elements that 
! you deem most important, 
as noted earlier. There are 
many ways to win in 
CASTLES II. and part of 
the fun is in discovering 
them for yourself 
1. Build a buffer of extra 
pcnnts before you Claim. 
Once the other players get 
wind of your pending 
coronation, they will be- 
come increasin^y aggres- 
rive toward you. Claiming 
reduces relations of all 
other players with you. 
This can pull you very 
rapidly into warfare, Make 
sure t^t the loss of points 
I due to the drop in relations 
' with everyone, plus the

2. Deciding when to 
Claim is a tricky decision, ti 
you are the first to try, 
everyone will take their 
shot at knocking you 
down. Waiting for seme- 
one else to claim first is 
also a tricky path to follow 
because you might not 
have enough time or 
power to knock him down, 
and, if more players claim 
in the meantime, it'll turn 
into a free-for-all.

When sent, the Diplomat is 
given a range of optioru to 
negotiate within. The more 
Political Points that are as- 
signed to the task, the bet- 
ter the Diplomat will 
perform. 

Merchant 

Sending a merchant to 
trade with another player 
requires a minimum Politi- 
cal Rating of 3. At least 2 of 
those Political (Yrints must 
be spent on the task.
